FIVE TZARS' SEARCH FOR A RACER.
The Animal Alleged to Hnve Been Stolen in
I860.Adventures of n Kentiickiau In
Soarcli of III* Property-."All's Well tbnt
Bads Well."

This afternoon proceedings were commenced be¬

fore Henry 0. Mlllspaugh, acting Recorder of this
city, by Johu K. Cromwell, of Lexington, Ky., to
recover a valuable thoroughbred mare, which ho
alleged had been stolen Irom hltn In I860, and which
lie had only Just traced, arter a search ol live years.
The mare was three years old in 1808, and be had
refused, he stated, the sum of $'2,j00 in
gold for her at that time. She had beeu
brought East and was entered In tUe
Jerome Park and Saratoga races of 1883. He last
saw her at Jerome I'ark. .Shortly after the races
she disappeared, anil he had * not seen her attain
until last week, when he traced her to the farm of a
Mr. Hawkins, at a small village called Coldenharu,
about seven miles west of Nowbnrg. The Recorder
issued a search warrant on Mr. Cromwell's affidavit,
and the officers proceeded to the farm ot Mr. Haw-
kins with It. Upon their arrival there they fouud
everybody gone except a small boy, In whose
cnarge the place had been left. The lad
did not seem to be very communicative,
and the officers commenced a search for
tne mare. Presently the hoy became frightened,
and blurted out tne fact, that the mare h.i<t been
taken to Kewburg. Ihe oiltcers a once returned to
ttiis city, bringing tne lad with them, aud on making
further starcu the mare was louud at one or the
livery stables. Possession was taken of her under
the warrant, and officers ana parties interested, in¬
cluding .Messrs. Cromwell and liawKlns and wit-
nesses, adjourned to the Recorder's Court, tur the
examination into the matter.

THE TRADE OF TU13 CITY.

The chief feature in commercial circles during 'he
week lias been tlio reaction In the cotton market,
which wan weak and lower on later intelligence
correcting the tlrsc reports 01 a greatly diminished
crop for 1871-7J. In fact, a strong ..bearish" scutl-
mcut was developeo on tho part of those who specu¬
late in the siaide, and the effect of their sales would
have doubtless led to much lower pricesbad not the
spinning trade, alarmed by the original reports,
been large buyers throughout tho week. As to
the future of prices the:e was .seldom so

much room for puro speculation. The re¬
action referred to r.nd tho more conflder.t
